FARNSWORTH HOUSE 


The student body of Gould Academy is 
indeed fortunate to have the use of the 
Farnsworth House. It is one of the finest 
physical education plants in the country. 
In the words of our headmaster, Mr. Ire' 
land, k ‘It is not the purpose of this building 
to serve as a stadium for the individual 
team or contestant but as a place where 
everyone can find enjoyable and healthful 
exercise under careful supervision and ex' 
pert teaching all year, in accordance with 
established rules and in the spirit of true 
sportsmanship, which seeks to win for 
oneself at the same time that every rightful 
opportunity is given to others'*. 

This new and possibly the best addition 
to the campus is the scene of arduous 


athletic activity from morning till late after' 
noon. The building was constructed in 
the New England Georgian style, and has 
two distinct parts: the Cage and the Locker 
building. There are more than adequate 
facilities to insure better health among the 
students, indeed a wing of the main locker 
building is devoted to the doctor's office, a 
waiting room, laboratory, and examination 
room. Dr. Laurence and Miss Davis, a 
trained nurse, are in constant attendance 
during the school day. Among the many 
innovations introduced is a complete physb 
cal examination which is given to each 
pupil. Tests of sight and hearing and ini' 
munization against smallpox and diphtheria 
are also part of this program. The locker 
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building contains locker rooms and showers 
for both home and visiting teams, the physi- 
cal education instructor's office, equipment 
room and equipment drying room. As 
correct posture is a recognized factor for 
continued good health, on the first floor 
there is a corrective exercise room with 
exercise bars, horizontal bar and ladder, 
mats and boxing equipment. Every day 
corrective exercise classes are held, and once 
a week on Tuesday afternoons, a boxing 
class is conducted. Also there is a joint 
room used by Mr. Hunsicker and Dr. 
Laurence where photographic records of 
posture arc kept and taken. Here various 
tests of strength and coordination are given. 
In connection with physical development, 
each student is required to pass in on the 
fifteenth of each month, a chart containing 
weekly records taken by the individual of 
his weight, height and proficiency in certain 
required exercises. These are the Pull Ups 
(from the bars), the fcW L" Test, Push Up 
(from the floor), and the Abdominal 
exercise. 

There is a well rounded intermural sports 
program for those who are not out for 
some varsity sport. All intermural activi- 
ties as well as the numerous other events 
which take place there are under the able 
direction of Mr. Hunsicker, who endeavors 
to acquaint us with the many fine points 
in present-day athletics. The students are 
divided into two teams, the Blue and Gold, 
and the competition is highly competitive 
with points awarded both winner and loser 
for each contest in the fall, winter, and 
spring. The team winning a number of 
games in a particular sport or game is 
awarded extra points. Weekly team stand- 
ings are posted on the locker room bulletin 
board and winners are announced at the 
end of the school year. This program is 


carried on from three to four in the after- 
noon with a few competent post-graduates 
with a thorough knowledge of the games 
officiating. In the fall, touch football, 
soccer and goal high are played in the 
adjoining athletic field, while in the winter, 
squash, badminton, volley ball, and handball 
are played in three courts provided for that 
purpose. 

The field house proper better known as 
the Cage, which many colleges might well 
envy, has a dirt floor HO feet by 150 feet 
with a track 1 1 laps to the mile. In the 
fall, football practice, both team and inter- 
mural are enjoyed there, and many take the 
opportunity to use the tennis court. In 
the winter, a basketball floor 84 feet by 60 
is laid upon a certain portion of the dirt 
surface. This floor is the maximum size 
a high school floor can be and provides an 
unexcelled playing area. Also, there is a 
practice area for the shot-put and the jump- 
ing events while the track itself is in con- 
stant use. A huge net covers the entire 
ceiling to insure safety during the spring 
baseball practice which is held there. 

On the sixteenth of October, nineteen 
hundred and forty-one this building was 
dedicated by the trustees of the trust for 
charitable and educational purposes in the 
name of Dr. George Bourne Farnsworth. 
This fieldhouse is the achievement of one 
of his dreams for further student develop- 
ment and is a fitting example of Mr. 
William Bingham's generosity to the school. 
At that time we were fortunate to have as 
guest speaker the noted sports writer, Bill 
Cunningham, who gave a spirited talk on 
the ideals and principles of democracy up- 
held by the team spirit and athletic en- 
deavor fostered by just such institutions as 
our fieldhouse.

Home Economics 

The girls who took Home Economics this 
year have received their instructions in sew' 
ing, cooking, grooming, child care, and 
home furnishing from a new member of the 
faculty. Miss Thelma Gallagher. 

If the girls who took Home Economics 
before this year visited the “cottage" 
today, they would probably think they 
had stepped into a picture taken from 
“House Beautiful". 

The old class rcx)m has been transformed 
into part of the new modernistic kitchen 
with new white sinks, small white tables 
for the cooking classes, new white electric 
and oil perfected stoves, and numerous new 
cupboards. The floor, like the other rooms, 
has been covered with inlaid linoleum. The 
“good fairy" also waved her wand over the 
pantry which is in harmony with the 
kitchen and in which there is a new electric 
refrigerator. 

The girls in the cooking classes are 
divided into family groups; the groups 
number from four to six, depending upon 
the size of the class. They assume the 
name, position, and tasks of various mem' 
bers of a real home. Each member of the 
family shares the responsibilities of a house' 
hold. This plan works on a rotating 
system. The meals arc planned on a menu 
basis and consumed by the family. 

After the Junior Class completed the 
Home Furnishing unit, the girls went on a 
Field Trip to Lewiston where they selected 
new furniture for the living room and 
dining room and later arranged it in the 
rooms. 

The regular class room is now upstairs in 
addition to the sewing room. The sewing 
room now boasts of new sewing tables and 
a few new sewing machines. Up here the 
girls learn the basic principles of sewing 
and how to make garments both simple and 
complicated. 

Miss Gallagher is a supervisor teacher, 
and for the first time a student teacher has 
been sent to Gould Academy to receive her 
training. Miss Betty Vose of Farmington 
State Normal School did her six weeks 
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practice teaching under the supervision of 
Miss Gallagher. These girls, seniors in coL 
lege, do a period of training under a super' 
visor before they are graduated in June. 

March 1 3 was set aside for Open House, 
at which time tea was served. Mrs. Sum' 
ner Scwall was an honor guest. 

The Home Economics cottage was open 
for inspection on Parents' Day, one night 
during Education Week, and the day of the 
exhibition, April 9. 

I am sure no girl regrets the time spent 
in her “Home Ec." classes, because she has 
gained some valuable knowledge that will 
prove useful to her in later life.

Industrial Arts Department 

Fifty'five boys, better than half the boys 
of the school, are registered in the Indus' 
trial Arts Department this year. The 
students seem very enthusiastic and are 
showing keen interest due to a considerably 
changed and enlarged program. In the past 
the straight shop work in wood supple' 
mented with Mechanical Drawing was all 
that was offered. This year the addition of 
Art Metal, which includes the pounding, 
shaping, and bending of sheetmetal along 
with coloring, piercing, and etching varies 
the work. The making of suitable designs 
adds interest to this work also. 

Some work has also been started in 
Wrought Iron. Bill Wright has made a 
lamp; “Bud" Clough, a wall flower pot 
holder, and Richard Bean, a candle holder. 
These projects involve the designing and 
bending of scrolls out of band iron. Other 
projects will be completed before the term 
is over. 

Sheet Metal and Electricity are to be 
added to the course also; but as yet, supplies 
that are necessary and vital machines, have 
forestalled any work in those lines. They 
may however be started before the year is 
over.

Practice 
problems, mallets, gavels, chisel handles, 
and small lamps have been the popular 
projects of the lower classes, while the 
upper classmen have made numerous end 
tables, lamps, fruit and nut bowls.

Track 

The Gould track team of 1941 got off 
to a bad start by dropping its first meet with 
Edward Little.

They also made a 
good showing at the state meet. 

The team, coached by Mr. Rathbone and 
Mr. Vachon constituted a squad of twenty' 
two men, including several former letter 
men.

Whether the student body realizes it or 
not, Gould Academy's most successful atlv 
letic team during 1941 42 was the ski team. 
Besides walking away with the State of 
Maine Interscholastic Championship, they 
also won the Eastern Interscholastic Cross- 
Country Championship and placed second 
in the finals of the Eastern In terse hob 
astic Championships behind Berlin, N. H., 
whom they had previously defeated in dual 
competition. 

Members of the ski team and the Outing 
Club started work early in the fall on the 
ski hill. The jumping hill was made higher 
and wider; the take-offs were set back and 


raised; and a tower was built for the higher 
take-off. Even the girls pitched in and 
helped clear the slalom hill of trees, brush, 
stumps, rocks and bumps. It is safe to say 
that Gould now has one of the best slalom 
hills and thirty meter jumps in New Eng- 
land. But there is still room for improve- 
ment; may the good work continue. 

One of the most interesting meets of the 
season was the dual meet with Kimball 
Union Academy whose outstanding skier. 
Bill Bull, graduated from Gould last year. 
But although Bill skied well for K. U. A., 
the whole Gould team was out to beat him 
and that spelled defeat for Kimball Union.

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mings made the longest recorded standing 
jump from the low take-off, ninety feet, 
and Mr. Chivers did the same for the 
higher take-off, one hundred and fifteen 
feet. 

It was with crossed fingers that Gould 
faced Berlin a week later, for Berlin had 
been undefeated in two years of high school 
competition. But Gould's alLaround ability 
and depth were too much for Berlin's Hen- 
derson and Fysh. It was the team score 
that counted and Gould succeeded in break- 
ing Berlin's winning streak and remained 
undefeated themselves. Gould was reign' 
ing supreme. 

Then after breezing through an easy car' 
nival victory over Edward Little High 
School of Auburn and Hebron Academy, 
the big meet arrived, the State Champion' 


ships. The downhill was held at Bndgton 
on Friday. In this event “Bud" Ireland, 
the winner, set a new course record. And 
incidentally, Gould not only won the inter' 
scholastic team race but they also chalked 
up a higher score than any of the Maine 
College teams which were racing in con' 
junction with the schoolboy meet. The 
next day the remaining events were held .it 
Gould. Virgil Adams started the day off 
right by winning the cross-country, and 
“Bud" Ireland finished it by winning the 
remaining events.

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On March 13 and 14 the team traveled 
to Laconia, New Hampshire, for the United 
States Eastern Interscholastic Ski Cham' 
pionships. There were the six best teams 
from New Hampshire, the four best teams 
from Vermont, the New York Champions 
from Lake Placid, and Gould, the Maine 
Champions. The crosscountry was held 
the first day, Friday the thirteenth. This 
day proved lucky for Gould as Virgil 
Adams came home the winner. “Bud" 
Ireland was third and Malcolm Brown was 
sixth. However, “Bud" Runyon and sev* 
eral others seemed to dislike the four mile 
course, so they ran off on a longer eleven 
mile jaunt which took them a little longer. 
Gould won this event. 

The next day the downhill was held first. 
“Bud" Ireland managed to find the most 
shortcuts through the trees which resulted 
in his winning this event. In team score 
Gould also kept ahead of their nearest 
rivals, Berlin, whom they had already de' 
feated once during the season. The slalom 
was about the same story, “Bud" Ireland 
placed third and the team score stayed 
about the same. But in the afternoon the 
whole aspect changed, our luck ran out. 
“Jim" Reid fell on one of his jumps; “Bud" 
Runyon broke a ski in the trials; “Bud" 
Ireland fell on all three of his jumps; and 
“Mai" Brown fell on his second effort 
That left only “Tommy" Jacobs to uphold 
the reputation of the school which he did 
admirably, making two graceful leaps which 
put him way ahead of many who had 
jumped farther. He placed fifth, while the 
team finished last in this event. Berlin 
then jumped into the lead both literally and 
idiomatically and Gould fell into second 
place. But they did defeat Laconia, Leba' 
non, Wmdstock, New Hampton, Lyndon 
Institute, Rutland, Plymouth, Hanover, 
Northwood, and Northfield. 

Besides the scheduled interscholastic ski 
meets, Gould was also represented at the 
Eastern Slope Ski Club invitation team si a' 
lorn on Cranmore Mountain and at the 
Rum ford Carnival. Mr. Chi vers won the 
race at Cranmore but the rest of the team 
did not furnish enough assistance to win 


the team race. Gould was third behind 
Plymouth and the University of New 
Hampshire Ski Team. At Rumford “Bud M 
Ireland was first, “Mai" Brown was fourth, 
and “Bud" Runyon was sixth in the slalom, 
and Mr. Chivers was second in the jumping. 

Captain “Bud" Ireland, Virgil Adams,
